The Increase of Death Rate Caused
by Complications of Grip

NOT SO BIG AS IN OTHER CITIES

Xo Longer iny Fear of It Becoming an
I'pidemic Ihis Year.

FEATURES OF TEE HEALTH STATISTICS

“Thank heaven it looks as if we were not
going to have a repetition of last wear’s la
gErippe epidemic,” said Dr. MeCandless, of
the Board of Health, vesterday, as he put
the finishing touches to the statistical part
of his annual report.  Continuing he siated
that in the year 1801 thers were 5,832 deaths
as compared 10 4,009 the vear before.  The
inerease, be said, was due chiefiy to the
grip and its complications lie thought
Pittsburg oot off as easily as any other eity
iu the comntry, and that its death
rite would continue lowerthan the majority
of other large eities. In New York, the
only city that has vet bren heard trom, the
perocninge of death was 26 and & froction.
In Pittsburg the calenlation was made on &
population of 243,000, makine rate of 23.60
The pereentaze in 1800 was 20.74

Of the 5,832 deaths, only 105 were re-
turned as havingz been caused by influenza
or the grip. The complications following

attacks of the grip, however, are be-
lieved to have Dbeen responsible for
over 1,000 deaths There were 740

from preumonia alone and 207 from bron-
chitis Doth diseases followed the erip

epidemic Jast year and in the majority |

physicians think death was indirectly

caused by the Russian terror.
Eesulis of ths Epidemie,

Besides pneamonia and  bronchitis there
were 172 futal cases of cerebro spinal fever,
a diseaee which followed the gripand by
many physicians thought to be due to it.
Iu 1890 (here were only 24 deaths from
cercbro spinal fever and bnt one more case
reported from influenza.  In the same vear
there were 556 deaths from puneumonia and
133 from bronechitis

Apother explanation of the inereased
death rate was the diphtheria epidemic that
lasted abont two months The number of
denths from it was 301, compared with 286
the. year before, which was also an un-
usually big number,
and in 1888 126, The latter isabout the
normal rate. The greatest number of deaths
there lins been in any single vear in Pitts-
burg was in 1878, when there were 483,

Consumption as usual leads with the !

greatest number of deaths from any one dis-
euse, thern baving been 472
these cases are  believed to bave been
hastened by the =rip.  From eontagious dis-
enses there were 976 deaths.  OF these diph-
theria has the greatest number. Typhoid
fever follows with 245 There were 114
deaths from whooping cough, an nunsually
laige number. Only one died from the dis-
ngreenble, distressing mumps. There were
43 denths from messles, a lower rate than
the average.
Nora Fatal Ailment,

Rbeumatizm with all its terrors was only
fotal in 20 eases.  OF the entire number of
deaths, 3,903 were of native white Aimeri-
can citizens. O these 2,122 were males and
1,781 frmales. Amonrs the foreign popu-
lation, 948 males and 098 females died dur-
ing the vear.

The colored people demonstrated their
lougevity by the faet that thers were only
152 male and 131 female deaths  OF the
5,832 who died during the vear, 1,524 were
under the aze of one year; about 1,300 were
betwean one and five years: none had
passed the centory mark aod enly 19 were
between 90 and 200,

Ia commenting an the report vesterday
Dir. MeCandless said:  “The inereased
death rate is due almost entirely to the
grin, and does not indieate that Pittsbury
will not continne to be a healthy city. All
over the world the pumber of deaths in
1801 is greater by far than in preceding
wears, Not acity in America escaped the
epidemie, and neariy all suffered more

than our own. The grip has proved
itself 10 be a terrible  disesse
trom which there is no rvetreat. Tt isad-

mitted to be a disease of which the germs
are transmitted throngzh the sir, and there
is therefore no preventinn. I think, or at
at least T hope, that it spent its greatest
fury last vear,

No Sigos of an Epldemic.

“There have only been a few deaths re-
ported from it this winter, and as it looks
now there will not be an epidemie. Last
vear it did not start until about this time,
but there were more cases of sickness than
there ure now. There have been u fow
cases of  grip  in Eastern  cities
thi=  wyear, bt nothing  like the
numhor there were at the =ame time in "L
The conntry districts seem to be sullering
thiz year more than the eities. 1 know of
no eondition that acconnts for this. 11 the
grip follows the characteristics of other
epidemies of itz nature, it will not appear
ngnin for several years Diseases that are
carricd by germx in the air usonlly last
three vears, the first being mild, the sceond
sovere aad the last like the first, It we
have only n light attack of grip this rear,
thers will be good gronnds ta liope that our
visitor will not appear next year.

burg is us healthy as the majority of the
otiver cities, however, and 1 am confident
the increase here will be less than the aver-
age increase all over the countrs.™
